The North Atlantic military com- 


mittee e x p e c t s to get tofipthcr 
about Dec. 4 with the North Atlan- 
tic council of foreign 
ministers' 


deputies, now in session there. 


The military committee, com- 


posed of top ranking military offi- 
cers of the North Atlantic treaty 
nations, and the council of deputies 
are seeking a German rearmament 
plan on which the U. S., France, 
and the other member 
nations 


can agree. 


A deadlock between U. S. and 


French proposals for using Western 
Germans led the North Atlantic 
defense ministers last month to 
postpone further steps toward or- 
ganizing Western Europe's defenses 
and appointing an American — ex- 
pected to be Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower — as their supreme 
com- 


mander. 
The U. S. proposed the creation 


of German divisions. Its plan in- 
cluded guarantes that a German 
general staff would not be allosved 
to spring up, that German partici- 
pation would not exceed 20 pei 
cent, and that France's sovereignty 
would be protected fully. ' 


France urged that the smallest 


possible German units are incor 
porated in a Western E i| r o pcan 
army responsible to a Western Eu 
ropean assembly. It also made its 
proposal conditional on acceptance 
of the Schuman plan to pool West 
ern Europe's coat 
and iron re 


sources. 
R e p r e s entativcs o 


France, 
Germany, 
Luxembourg, 


Holland, Belgium and Italy have 
been meeting in Paris recently dis- 
cussing a draft of this plan. 


Meanwhile, efforts 
are contin- 


uing here and in London on a way 
to break the German rearmament 
deadlock. French sources indicate 
favor for a proposed compromise 
limiting German units to regimen- 
tal combat teams, with between 4,- 
000 and 5,000 men each. Such a 
strength compares with 18,000 to 
20,000 mne in a division.

Fear of Russia 
Made Better 
Military Unity 


By JAMC8 MAR LOW 
Washington, Nov. 16 —(JP)—Fear 
f Russia has p u s h e d the Wcs 
loser toward military unity than 
anything in peacetime history. 


During the war Russia and the 


West Were a big family fighting 
Hitter. 


And in 1942 Britain signed a 20- 


year military alliance with Russia 
against any aggression by Ger- 
many or her allies. 


In 1944 Frrnce signed a 20-year 


military alliance with the Soviets, 
lOO. 
' '

But thia warm family f e e l i n g 


suffered a chill after the war. The 
West began to tear the size of Rus- 
sia's armies, still intact, and her 
Intentions. 
This fear was large'sizc by 1047. 


The following dates and facts will 
show the tear, as it grew, has 
drawn Western Europe, and even 
the United States, toward military 
unity. 


On March 4. 1947 Britain 
and 


France signed a 50-year military 
alliance bctwen themselves, 
the 


so-called treaty of Dunkcrquc. 


One year later — on March 17, 


1!M8 — Britain, France, Belgium, 
Netherlands and 
L u x o m b o urg 


signed a 50-year military alliance. 
This treaty, signed 
in Brussels, 


has been called the Brussels pact 
and Western union. 
The United States had .encour- 


aged this five-nation military alli- 
ance. Already it had set up the 
Marshall plan for helping economi- 
cally those five Western 
nations 


and others. 
President Truman 
praised 
the 


alliance and promised 
American 


help to the five in their steps for 
self-defense. And on June 11, 1948 
the U. S. senate approved a resolu- 
tion offered by Senator 
Vanden- 


bcrg, Michigan Republican. 


This 
resolution 
suggested the 


U. S. join such an arrangement for 
defense. And in the fo 11 o w i n g 
July, 1948, this country 
began 


talks with the five Brussels treaty 
nations. 
This led to the North Atlantic al- 


liance which was signed on April 
4, 1949 by these 12 nations: U. S., 
Canada, Britain, France, Belgium, 
Netherlands, 
Lu x cmbourg, Ice- 


land, Denmark, Norway, Portugal, 
Italy. 
So the two-country military alli- 


ance which began between Britain 
and France in March 1947, then 
spread to a five-country alliance 
by March, 1948, had become a 12- 
nation alliance by April, 1949. 


The signers of the North Atlantic 


pact promised to gP to onc anoth- 
er's help It any of them is at- 
tacked. But such an agreement, 
unless the 12 nations could .arm 
themselves to 
resist 
at,t»,c,Kf 


would have lUtle practical rrlcaiv 
ing.Congress voted money for arms 
aid for the U. S. allies. This will 
run into billions but, in voting the 
money, congress Insisted that the 
Atlantic pact countries must work 
put a unified plan for defense. 


The pact signers started 
work 


on that. Then the Korean fighting 
began in June, 1950. It showed what 
poor shape the U. S. was m for 
any sudden war with Russia. That 
started the big defense program. 


In mid-September, 1950 the for- 


eign ministers of the 12 pact-sign- 
ers — including Secretary of State 
Acheson — met in New York. 


Acheson ' suggested the 
Atlantic 


pact countries immediately begin 
building their 
defenses. And he 


said use of German manpower — 
from the West German republic, 
which was the allies' blessing — 
is essential. Which means: 
Creating some German military 


units and incorporating them 
in 


the Western European d e f e n s e 
force. 
And Acheson proposed a single 


Unified force in Europe, including 
Americans and G e r m a n s —tnc 
Americans might supply as many 
as eight or 10 divisions — under a 
single commander. 
This, in short, suggested 
crca 


tion of an international army 
in 


Europe. Although France balked 
at the idea of arming or trainin 
Germans, the 12 foreign minister 
approved the Idea of a unified, o 
international, army. 
Almost immediately the defens 


ministers of the 12 Atlantic pac 
countries were sent to Washinsto 
to make the plans for this unllic 
force, which might be as large a 
80 divisions. 
This problem hasn't yet been se 


tied, since the French and the oth 
cr nations so far haven't agreed 
on how to use 
German 
troops. 


Acheson has tried to soften French 
worries by assuring them German 
troops in an international a r m y 
wouldn't mean a German army.
